Rejections under 35 U.S.C. §112 

The rejections of claims 33, 34 and 35 are acknowledged. Reconsideration 
and withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested in view of the amendments. 

Claims 33, 34 and 35 are canceled. 

REJECTIONS UNDER 35 U.S.C. § 102 
Rejection of claims 1. 7-14, 34 and 35 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Kamiguchi US 6.303.218. 

The rejection of claims 1, 7-14, 34 and 35 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Kamiguchi US 6,303,218 is acknowledged. 

Claims 1, 7-14, 34 and 35 are canceled. 

REJECTIONS UNDER 35 U.S.C. § 103 
Rejection of claims 1-6, 8-23 and 25-36 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being obvious over Horng 
et al. 

The rejection of claims 1 -6, 8-23 and 25-36 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
being obvious over Horng et al. is acknowledged. 
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Parent claim 18 is amended to include the subject matter of allowable 
dependent claim 24. Therefore claims 18 to 23 and 25 to 30 and 36 are allowable. The other 
clams are canceled. 



Rejection of claims 1 4. 7-14 34 and 35 under 35 U.S.C. 6 103fa) as being obvious over 
Kamiguchi. 

The rejection of claims 1 4, 7-14 34 and 35 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
obvious over Kamiguchi.is acknowledged. Claims 1 4, 7-14 34 and 35 are canceled. 

Allowable subject matter. 

The objection to claim 24 as being dependent upon a rejected base claim 
18, but allowable if rewritten in independent form is acknowledged. Parent claim 18 is amended 
to include the subject matter of allowable dependent claim 24. Therefore claims 18 to 23 and 25 
to 30 and 36 are allowable. Claim 24 is canceled.
